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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 9/18/03 and refers to the 
Office action mailed 4/22/03. 

2. Claims 24-29 and 3 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
conply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Although the Background of the specification may describe catalysts having 
mixed metallocene/other catalyst components, the actual body of the disclosure of the invention 
lacks disclosure of mixed metallocene/metal phenoxide catalysts, nor do the working examples 
appear to disclose such a combination. 

3. Claims 24 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the last hnes of these two claims as now amended, there is a semicolon before the 

period. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 24-29 and 3 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Whiteker and Holtcamp as cited in paragraph 4 of the previous Office action in view of Job 
et al., USP 6,399,531 (hereafter referred to as Job). 

The disclosures of Whiteker and Holtcamp have been discussed in the previous Office 

action. 
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Neither Whiteker nor Holtcamp discloses the use of mixed catalysts in one catalyst 
composition. 

However, Job in its abstract teaches that it is conventional in the art of olefin 
polymerization catalysts to combine two different types of main catalyst in one catalyst 
composition. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the teaching of Job 
to the disclosures of Holtcamp and Whiteker with a reasonable expectation of obtaining a highly- 
useful olefin polymerization catalyst with the expected benefit of the polymer produced using the 
catalyst having a broad or bimodal molecular weight distribution. 

6. AppKcant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
